THE FLYING BICYCLE. 


Aerial Navigation Virtually Solved by a 
Yourg Investor. 


For several hundred years scientists 
and invextors have been trying to ‘eolve 
the problem of aerial navigation. Many 
wonderful machines have been construct- 
ed, but they refased to fly when submit- 
ted to practical teste. So numerous, in- 
deed, have been the failure: that the 
genera! public loet faith in flying ma- 
chines, and eaid man was not destined to 
fly. But the sanguine inventors perse- 
vere in their fascinating work and fre- 
quently proclaim that all difficulties 
have been eurmounted, and that in a 
very short time the skies will be travers- 
ed as easily and safely as the country 
roads. ; 

Bat while the scieatists have been 
plaguing themselves and the public with 
airships of various kinds a young man of 
nineteen has gone out of the beaten 
track of past experience aud devised a 
simple apparatus which actually fies 
Wheelmen wiil be interested in the fact 
that the main principle of this device is 
taken from the bicrele. Mr. Ryder, the 
inventor has actually {iown on his aerial 
hicyele from Hampstead to Richmond 
Hill. Herosetoan altitude of several 
hundred feet, and glided along as easily 
as though running on ao ordinary safety 
over asphalt pavement. The sensation 
of moving through the air, he says. is 
very delightfal, and he sees no reason 
why his machine should not come into 
popular use.

Then I took a piece of aluminum 20 
inches long, and adjusted a handle bar 
and a seat, and attached a eprocket 
wheel and pedals at the bottom of the 
rod.

! hollow side rollers. The inventor in 
using his new system, it is said, is consider- 
ably reducing the resistant friction of the 
water and thus attains witha minimum 
of expense and consumption of powers 
maximum rapidity upto fifty knota an 
honrand over. The results obtained with 
a model boat have encouraged him se, 
that it is now his intention to make fur- 
ther trials with one of vreater dimensions. 

This vessel, the ‘‘Ernest Bozin” is in 
couree cf construction. It will be of 280 
tons capacity and have engines of 750 
hors power and will be ready for a trial 
trip very soon.

Stambulo:! s grave was made the object 
of outrages by vandals, the cross on the 
grave being broken, the wreaths de- 
stroyed and atiempts were being made 
toexhume the body when the police 
interfered. 

A riot wescaused at the grave of the 
dead statesman at the time the faneral 
ceremony was going on by his enemies 
and by the friends of Major Paditza, who 
had been execated by an order of M 
-tambiwdof! while he was Psemier. For 
some time after his burial his grave had 
to be kept guarded by military, so per- 
sistent were his enemies in their attempt: 
to wreak insults upon it, and his widow 
was equally the victim of the malice of 
her husband's enemies in acta of persecu- 
tion by Bulgarian officials against men- 
bers of her household.

A mammoth sockeye run has etarted 
onthe Fraser river. It has surprised 
every fisherman and canner on the river 
for this was thought to be the proverbial 
fourth or “off year,” instead it promises 
to be one of the biggest 1uns for years. 
Canners bave more fish than they can 
handle and they are still coming. From 
25,000 to 50,000 fish are piled up on ail 
cannery wharves and they are coming in 
30 fast it ia feared that the eockeyes will 
spoil before they can be cas:d, all te 
canneries are working two shifts, night 
and day. Business men on the mainland 
are jnbilant as it means that half a mil- 
lion dollars will be spent among them 
that they had not counted upon. Allthe 
leading canners cleim that the big run 
is accounted for by the careful distriba- 
tion of salmon fry from the Dominion 
hatcheries on the Fraser every year.

Any postmaster, therefore at 
whoee office a letter card may be posted 
or who may receive such a card from an- 
other office, showing leee payment than 
would be required in the case of a letter, 
should tax or collect, as the case may be, 
donble the deficiency of postage, jut as 
in the case of a short paid letter.

FIVE HUNDRED MATABELE WARRIORS 
SLAIN IN THE FIGHT. 


Col. Plumer’s Colama of Seyen Hundred 
British Troope Successfully Resist the 
Attack of 5,000 of the Esemy—Many 
Left Dead on the Field. 


Details have been received at Cape 
Town of a decisive victory won by 700 
British troops composing Col. Plumer’s 
colamn, over a native force estimated to 
have numberee from 5,000 to 7000 men. 
Tne latter fonght mcst desperately and 

i br vely, charging up to within a few 
| yards of the British rapid fire guns. 
| About five handred Matabele warriors 
were slain during the engagement, which 
| lasted several hours. and the loss to the 
| Britieh included Maj. Kershaw, Lieut. 
| Harvey, four sergeants and about thirty 
| men kilied and six officers. several non-

| commissioned officers and about fifty 
men wounded, according to unctticial 
figures. Ihe Matabelee and allies were 
commanded by big chiefs Sotfombeo and 
Umlugulus, and were divided into five 
impis, or regiments, each of over 1,000 
men, well supplied with arms and 
ammunition. At’ o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the engagement a force of about 
700 men, whitea and natives, cavalry, 
infantry and artillerv, all under British 
cticers, marched to Umlugula valley. 
Tie white infantry, commanded by Capt. 
Beresford, with two screw guns anda 
Maxim -apid tire gun, was detached to 
make a detour benind some hii!s, and 
then take upa position from which the 
vailey coula beshelied. It ha@previous- 
ly been reported by scouts that the 
enemy in strong force was encamped in 
the vailey., preparing for, a forward 
movement of importance upon the Brit- 
ish position. The main body of the 
British troope was hatied, wnile Capt. 
Beresford’s detachment, with guns is 
referred to as making its way to a 
position designed for the artillery to 
occupy, and while this movement was 
being executed and guns were being 
moved over the emall isolated kopje, the 
Matabeles madea sudden and determined 
rush at Capt. Beresford’s command. 
There was no staategy or concealment. 
The natives rushed forward like a living 
tidal waye, and in spite of the hot fire 
which was promptly poured into their 
ranke, displayed the most remarkable 
gallantry, and succeeded in getting 
within forty yards of the screw gune and 
reached a spot only fifteen yards from the 
Maxim rapid fire gun before any of these 
pieces could be brought into action. In 
fact another minute’s delay in opening 
tire with the guns might have proved 
fata! to Beresford’s detachment as the 
white infantry was apparently unable to 
check the’ reckless, wild charge of the 
tribesmen, who seemed to court death in 
their fierce attack upon the column. 
But when the ecrew guns began crashing 
case chot intothe enemy, tearing wide, 
bliocdy gaps in the ranks and the deadiv 
Maxim rattled hail and lead into the 
heaving niasses of rapidly moving impis, 
the natives wavered in their charge and 
2 moment Jater the rush stopped and 
they began to give way, leaving/ heaps of 
dead and wounded on the field. Bat 
they were rallied by the chiefs, who 
bravely rushed to the front encoureging 
their followers by a display of magnificent 
dash. The native warriors returned to 
the charge in the face of a tierce and 
awful fire of the British gune and Capt 

Beresford’s force was for a few moments 
completely surrounded by surging waves 
of warriors who seemed to know no fear. 
The position of Beresford’s forces was 
then most critical and their commander 
hurriedly ordered hie signal men to ask 
Colone! Plummer to lcsa no time in 
advancing with the main body to the 
re:cue. While signalling was in progress 
a hot and determined fight raged around 
the guns and several! British officers and 
men fell. Inthe distance could be seen 
two more impis rushing forward to join 
in the attack upon Beresford’s position 
and there wao no time to be lost if the 
guns were to be saved. Consequently 
ol. Plummer ordered the ma.n body of 
britieh trooos toadvance. Mounted men 
were sent forward at a gallop to storm 
the heighte on the left of Beresford 
position, from wnich the natives were 
delivering a hasty dropping fire, upon 
the kopie occupied by the _— The 
cavalry wae gallantly Jed by Major Ker- 
shaw, who coarged up to within fifteen 
yards of the enemy’e position, when he 
was shot through the heart by a native 
who almost immediately afterwarde fell, 
literally riddied with carbine and revol- 
ver bullete. The advance of the main 
body of Plammer’s f.rce was quickly 
noticed by the natives w! o were pressing 
around Beresford’e detachment and 
caused them to take stepe to retreat in 
order to escape being caught between 
three fires. The guns were thue able to 
do better execution and a well directed 
fice of case shot, followed by well placed 
tire of shrapnel soon placed the native 
attack intoe retreat and when fuil re- 
inforcements came into action, the 
enemy broke and fled. Gune and war 
rockete were played upon the natives eo 
long ae the latter were in range; but the 
main loes to the enemy was inflicted 
while they were so bravely charging up 
to the muzzlee of the British pieces, and 
one cannot help speculating upon what 
would have been the resuit had the 
gallant but il!l-armed Matabelee been 
aie to replv in kind to the fearful fire of 
the Maxim and screwgnne. Thenatives 
displayed bravery toa fault, earning the 
admiration of the Britieh; but there was 
no resisting the leaden stream thrown 
into the native ranks by the Maxims. 
It would have demoralized the well- 
trained and properly officered picked 
men of Enropean troope, under similar 
circumstances, much lese hordes of nearly 
naked native savages, for while rifles and 
|ammunition were not wanting amdéng 
‘the natives, the <ipply was very far 
short of the demand and the shooting of 
‘the warriors was of the worst possible 
description.
